Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Shiman teaches hierarchically sorting email 
messages by a criteria of the user's choice, which includes according to sender addresses. Based on the sorting, it is presented in a 
hierarchical staggered format. This constitutes a "sorting unit which sorts e-mail messages into a hierarchical structure according to 
sender addresses, and a list displaying unit with titles of the e-mail messages corresponding to the sender addresses." Prompt (in figure 
34A) teaches adding a plurality of labels onto a list of data objects including emails, which represent different levels of the sorted emails, 
referring first to the label representing the top sorted email. Shiman-Prompt's list comprises indicia of the labels of the sender address 
arranged in a tree form, together with titles of the email messages corresponding to the sender addresses. Finally, Voticky teaches the 
sorting of emails by sender domain names. Inserting that capability into the email sorting system (with indicia and labels corresponding 
to a tree format) of Shiman-Prompt arrives at the claimed invention, because adding a "domain name" capability would add that feature 
onto the sorting system of Shiman-Prompt, which would enable the Shiman-Prompt-Voticky system to arrange the emails by domain 
name, as claimed. Also, the additional claim requires additional consideration. 
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
